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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The newly added limitations of "the fibers are not 
wetted upon passing through said mist space", as recited in amended claim 1, raise new issue that would require further consideration 
because they change the scope of claim 1 as well as the dependent claims. 

The arguments, filed on 8/10/10, have been considered but they are unpersuasive because they are based on the newly added limitations 
which raise new issue that would require further consideration. 

The examiner acknowledges the fact that in the interview of 7/26/10 the examiner/Primary agreed that the limitation of "the fibers are not 
wetted upon passing through said mist space" would overcome the prior art of record, and it does. However, the applicant was also 
reminded that a further search is necessary to check if the newly amended claims are allowable. Entering an amendment after final 
rejection is not a matter of right. 

It this particular case the examiner performed a quick search, to check patentability, and found that droplets of 0.3 - 20 microns are 
conventionally used for Electrospraying solutions of substances for mass fabrication to rapid drying and micro-concentration of small 
amounts of substances from their solutions. In view of the findings, the examiner emphasizes the fact that a further detailed search is 
necessary. Entering an amendment after final rejection Is not a matter of right.
